trator, Dadra and Nagar Haveli is hereby pleased to make 
the order, namely 'THE DADRA AND NAGAR 
HAVELI TRADF ARTICLES (LICENSING AND CON¬ 
TROL) ORDER, 1981. 

PART I 
(Preliminary) 

L Shoit title, extent and commencement 

1. This order may be called u The Dadra and Nagar 
Trade Articles (Licensing and Control) Order, 
1981”. 

2. It extends* to the whole of the Union Territory of 
Dadra and Nagar Haveli. 

3. It shall come into force at once. 

2. Definitions —In this order unless the context otherwise 
requires ;— 

(a) “bulk consumer” means a hotel, a restaurant, a 
halwai. a hospital, an educational institution with 
hostel facilities or a leligious or charitable institution 
with hostel facilities; 

(b) ‘‘Coal** means coal, coke and other derivatives and 
includes soft coke, hard coke or various grade*; 

(c) “Collectoi” means the Collector of Union Territory 
of Dadra and Nagar Haveli; 

(d) “dealer” means a person, a firm, an association of 
persons or a co-operative society other than a 
National and State Level Co-operative Society, en¬ 
gaged in the business of purchase, sale or storage 
for sale of anv trade articles whethei or not in 
conjunction with anv other business and includes 
his representative or agent but does not include : — 

(i) a person who holds or is in possession of 
Hgriciilltiial land under any tenure or any 


capacity and on which he raises or has raised 
crop of foodgrains, oil seeds or whole pulses; 
(ii) a manufacturer of sugar, gur and Khandsari; 
(lii) a producer of pulses and edible oils; 

(e) “edible oils” means any one or more of edible 
oils (the foodgrains) as Mpcciiied in part T>’ of 
Schedulc-I; 

(f) " foodgrains” means any one or more of the food- 
grains as specified in part “A” of Schedule I and. 
includes products of such foodgrains other than 
husk and bran; 

(g) “form” means a form appended to thi^ prder; 

(h) “gur” means the articles known as gur, jaggery, 
shakker, rab and other intermediary products, pre¬ 
pared by boiling sugarcane juice with or without 
admixture of molasses, which is indcntifiablc by 
the following chemical characteristics namely 

(i) total sugars (sucrose plus reducing sugar) as 
percentage of dissolved solids ranging from 
70.0 to 95.0; and 

(ii) ash (sulphatcd) as percentage of dissolved 
solids ranging from L5 to 5.0; and includes a 
solution of any of the aforesaid articles in 
water; 

(i) “Khandsari” means sugar produced by open pan 
process; 

(j) “Licensing Authority” means Purchase and Supply 
Officer or an officer not below the rank of Mamlat- 
dar appointed by the Administrator to exercise the 
powers and perform the duties of the Licensing 
Authority for different trnde Articles for different 
areas and under the different provisions of this 
order; 

(k) “list of prices and stocks” means the list main¬ 
tained from time to time by a dealer in form 
‘E’ indicating the sale prices and stocks of the trade 
articles in which the dealer carries on business; 

(1) “Oilseeds" means any one or more of the oilseeds 
as specified in part ‘C of vSchedule I. 

(m) “place of business” means any place where a dealer 
sells any of the trade articles held by him in 
stock; 

(ji ) “Price” in relation^ to a trade article means the 
amount of money inclusive of all taxes, for which 
the dealer sells or agrees to sell or offers to sell 
or parts with any trade article; 

(o) “producer” means a person carrying on the busi¬ 
ness of milling any of the pulses or expelling, ex¬ 
tracting or manufacturing or refining any edible oil; 

or 
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(i) by buying pulses or oilseeds for being processed 
by himself and selling the finished products 
to a wholesaler or through a commission agept; 
or 

(il) by doing any of the processes of milling, expel¬ 
ling, extracting or manufacturing or refining on 
.behalf of another; 

(p) “pulses 11 means any of or more of the pulses as 
specified in Part 4 B* of Schedule I, whether ot 
split or with or without husk and includes products 
thereof other than husk and bran; 

(q) “retailer” means a dealer dealing in any of the 
trade articles mentioned in Schedule 1 and who is 
not a wholesaler; 

(r) “Schedule 1 ’ means a Schedule appended to this 
order; 

(з) “Government 11 means the Administration of Union 
Territory of Dadra and Nagar Haveli; 

(t) “Sugar’' means any form of sugar containing more 
than 90% e>f sucrose; 

(и) ‘Trade article” means any commodity mentioned 
in Schedule I or Schedule II; and 

(v) “Wholesaler” means a dealer who sells any one or 
more of trade articles mentioned in Schedule I to 
Other dealers or bulk consumers. 

PART n 

(Licensing of Dealers) 

3 . Licensing of Dealers :— 

fl) No dealer shall, after the commencement of this 
order carry on business of purchase, sale or storage 
for pale of any of the trade articles mentioned 
in Schedule I except under and in accordance 
with the terms and conditions of a licence issued 
in this behalf by the Licensing Authority under the 
provisions of this order; 

Provided that no licence shall be lequired for 
a dealer who stores for sale at any one time the 
trade articles in quantities not exceeding the limits 
as may be prescribed by the Administration foi 
any trade articles from time to time. 

Provided further that a dealer holding a valid 
licence of trade articles, under the various Licensing 
orders mentioned in Schedule III may obtain a 
licence for the same trade articles under this order 
within thirtieth day of the commencement of this 
order. His existing licence shall be deemed to be 
licence ispued to turn as a dealer under this order 
npto the said day. 

(2) For the purpose of this, clause, any person, firm, 
association of persons or a co-operative society, 
who stores any trade article at any one time in 
quantities exceeding the limits prescribed in sub- 
.clause (1), shall unless the contrary is proved by 
him, be deemed to be carrying on business as a 
dealer and to store the same for the purpose of 
sale. 

4. Tssuc of Licence :— 

(1) (a) Every application for the grant of a licence 
(Wholesale or Retail) shall be made to the Licensing 
Authority in Form “A” alongwith the prescribed 
fee, 

(b) Every Licence issued under this order ihall 
be in form 'C and subject to the terms and con¬ 
ditions mentioned therein; 

(c) The licence shall be valid upto 31st March 
next year and; 

(d) If a licence granted under this order is de¬ 
faced, lost, or destroyed, the Licensee shall forth¬ 
with inform the Licensing Authority who may on 
application and on the payment of prescribed fee 
by the lkinsee issued a duplicate licence. 

(2) A dealer may obtain a licence for any erne or more 
trad* articles mentioned in Schedule T. 


(3) A separate licence shall be necessary for each place 
of business, 

(4) Wholesale and retail licences of the same trade 
articles shall not be obtained for the same place of 
business. 

<5) More than one licence for the same trade article 
at one place of business in the same of different 
names shall not be obtained. 

5. Renewal of Licence :— 

An application for renewal of a licence shall be made 
alongwith the fees determined under clause 6 to the Licensing 
Authority in Form *B\ The licence may be renewed for a 
period upto 5 years at a time. In case the licensee fails 
to furnish the application alongwith fee within the stipulated 
time i.e. 31st March, the Licensing Authority may entertain 
an application upto 30th April, upon the payment of late 
fee as specified below ;— 

(i) for the first fortnight Rs. 2/-. 

(ii) for the second fortnight Rs. 5/-. 

6. Fee chargeable 

The fees for issue of licence, renewal of licence and issue 
of duplicate licence shall be chargeable as may be deter¬ 
mined by the Administration from time to time. 

7. Deposit of Security :— 

Every dealer applying for a licence shall, before such 
licence is issued to him deposit with the Licensing Authority 
the sum specified below in cash by way of security for the 
due performance of the terms and conditions of the licence 
issued to him : 

Li) for wholesale licence.Rs. 750/- 

(ii) for retail licence.Rs. 300/- 

Piovided that if the applicant for the grant of a licence 
as a dealer is a co-operative society registered under the 
Gujarat Co-operative Societies Act, 1961 as extended to this 
territory the amount of security to be deposited by it shall 
be equal to one-fourth of the amounts mentioned above. 

8. Power to refuse Licence 

(1) The Licensing Authority may, after giving the per¬ 
son affected an opportunity of being heard, and 
for reasons to b£ recorded by him in writing, re¬ 
fuse to grant or renew a licence. 

(2) The Licensing Authority shall refuse to grant or 
renew a licence, if :— 

* (a) the applicant is a minor or a lunatic or is of 
unsound mind; or 

(b) the applicant is an undischarged insolvent; or 

(c) three years period has not expired from the 
date of con vi cat ion of the applicant under the 
Essential Commodities Act, 1955 (Central Act 
10 of 1955). 

(3) The licensing authority shall also refuse to grant a 
licence for a particular trade article, if 

(a) a licence has already been issued to another 
dealer at the same place of business for the 
trade articles for which the applicant has ap¬ 
plied for; or 

(b) the applicant has applied for both wholesale 
and retail licence for the same trade article. 

9. Addition and Alteration to licence :— 

The licensing authority may make necessary additions 
deletions, alterations in the entires ntadc in the licence rela¬ 
ting to godown, place of business, names of partners, trade 
articles etc. either on the application of the licensee of 
suo moto . 

10. Contravention of conditions of licence :— 

Nq holder of licence Issued under this order or his agent 
or servant or any other person acting on his behalf con¬ 
travenes any of the terms and conditions of the licence, 
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11 Suspension and cancellation of licence ■— 

(1) If any licensee or his agent or servant or any other 
person acting on his behalf contravenes any of terms 
and conditions of the licence, then without pie 
judice to any other action that may be taken 
against him under the Fssenfial ( ommoditics Act 
1955 (Ccntiol Act 10 of 195S) 5 his licence may 
be cancelled or suspended with regard to one or 
more trade articles by an order in writing of the 
Licensing Authority and an entry will be made 
in his licence relating to such suspension or cam 
cellation 

(2) No order of cancellation shall be made under this 
clause unless the licensee has been given a reason 
able opportunity of stating his case against the 
proposed cancellation but during the pendency or

12 Disposal of trade articles when licence is suspended or

When a licence issued undei this older is cancelled or 
suspended, the stocks of trade articles available with the 
dealer at the time of such cancellation or suspension, shall 
be disposed of by him within 15 days from the date of 
receipt of order of cancellation or suspention 

13 Consequences of conviction — 

Wheie a licensee has been convicted by a court of law 
for the contravention of any order made under section 3 
FsscTltial Commodities Act 1955 (Central Act 10 of 
1955) the Licensing Authority shall,.by order in writing 
cancel his licence 


Provided that where such conviction is set aside in any 
appeal or revision, the Licensing Authority may, on an 
application by the dealer, whose licence has been cancelled 
restore the licence to such dealer 


14 Forfeiture of Security Deposit — 

(1) Without prejudice to the provisions of clause 11 , if 
the Licensing Authority is satisfied that the licensee 
has contravened any of the terms and conditions 
of the licence and that a forfeiture of the security 
deposit is called for, it may, after giving the Hcen 
see a ljasonabler opportunity of stating his case, by 
order, forfeit the whole or any part of the security 
deposited by him and communicate a copy of the 
order to the licensee

The licensee shall, if the amount of security at any 
time falls short of the amount snecifkd in clause

Every dealer shall, when so required by general or special 
direction of Licensing Authority, furnished truthfully and to 
the best of this knowledge such particulars or information 
relating to any trade article, as may be required.
